And he didn’t give off a 
single rant or rave. He didn’t 
wave the bloody shirt nor light 
a fiery cross. He didn’t raise 
the race issue. Nor did he at- 
tack the Supreme Court of his 
country. He did not fling a sin- 
gle insult at the President of the 
United States or the Chief Jus- 

tice of the same. 

So, of course, he didn’t make 
the ‘“‘A’’ wires save for one of 
those little-ole-bitty paragraphs. 

Being an honest man, a gen- 
tleman, a patriotic citizen and a 
Christian who wears that label 
naturally, LeRoy Collins talked 
ubout his state, about duty, serv- 
ice and opportunity. 


Beginning 


He began the day’s program 
with a prayer service in his 
church—which was largely at- 
tended. There was a parade. 
And then he rade his inaugural 
address. 

It was such a good speech I 
want to put down a sizable chunk 
o1 it. He gaid: 

“I so anxiously want the peo- 


ple of Florida to understand that 
progress in business, industry 
and human welfare can only go” 
sc far with a ward-heeling, back- 
scratching, self-promoting polit- 
ical system. Our progress is 
sure to run into a dead-end if our 
citizens accept the philosophy 
that votes can be traded for a 
road, or for a job for an incom- 
petent relative, or for a favor 
for a friend, or for a handout 
through a state purchase order. 
The state cannot raise enough 
money by fair taxation of its 
people to finance a government 
ot that sort very long... . 


“T have no feeling of hate for 
any man. But I do hate the 
things some men do. To fight 
for right is the easy half of-the 
battle for progress. The hard 
half is to fight against wrong. 
But this we must do if we are to 
be worth our salt. 


‘‘Over two thousand years ago, 
by the Sea of Galilee, Jesus 
taught the people that ‘man can- 
not live by bread alone.’ And, 
before that, Moses; the great 
lawgiver, hurled the same chal- 
lenge in the same words before 
the people of Israel. How true it 
is that, to live, every man must 
have more than bread. He must 
be nourished in spirit by truth, 
and love, and unselfishness, and 
other virtues, that are of God 
himself. 


Qualities 


“Government cannot live by 
taxes alone. Or by jobs alone. 
Or even by roads alone. Govern- 
ment, too, must have qualities of 
the spirit. Truth and justice and 
fairness and unselfish service 
are some of these. Without these 
qualities there is no worthwhile 
jJeadership, and we grapple and 
grope in a moral wilderness.”’ 

He said something else. His 
administration follows one which 
was of the old and familiar pat- 
tern of road-trading, patron- 
age—and—pie. He said~ this 
sort of thing in government is an 
evil trend—or attitude. It is not 
the proper role of government, 
he said, to take from the many

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President's Program 
To Have a Chance? 


Further analysis of the President's 
State of the Union message, especially in 
view of criticism of its New Dealish as- 
pects, shows some interesting facts. The 
President simply -asked the Democratic- 
controlled Congress for passage of meas- 
ures that the last Congress of his own 
party had blocked. 

In fact, much of the address dealt 
with proposals that the President origi- 
nally included in his much-publicized 
“Fisenhower program”—on which he 
staked his administration. At the time Mr. 
Eisenhower even proclaimed the well- 
known thesis that the GOP would not 
deserve to win control of Congress in 
1954 unless his program were adopted. 

Some of its was adopted but more of 
it was compromised, hedged and butch- 
ered. His housing proposals were botched 
and almost dropped entirely. His requests 
for extension of the reciprocal trade act 
and liberalization of trade policies were 
treated the same way. He was able to 
get only a one-year extension of the 
reciprocal trade authority. The Old Guard 
battled all the way for higher—not lower 
—tariffs. 


The President’s requests in the field 
of health were short-circuited or dropped 
altogether. UMT was shunted aside. “Af- 
firmative action” toward relieving the 
school classroom shortage was ignored. 
Every diversion known to politics, in- 
cluding McCarthyism and the Bricker 
amendment, were used to evade action. 

Well, the GOP did fail to win in 1954 
and the President is back with his 
recommendations—along with a tacit plea 
to the Democrats to do what his party had 
failed to do. And the chances are that he 
will be much more successful, even 
though the Democrats must be forgiven if 
they encourage the GOPs to go at each 
other hammer and tongs again over such 
things as the Bricker amendment. 

And it remained for ‘the President to 
redefine in clear terms the basic responsi- 
bilities of government in the lives of the 
citizens. 

“The aspirations of most of our citizens 
can best be fulfilled through their own en- 
terprise and initiative, without goverhment 
interference. This administration, therefore, 
follows two simple rules: First, the Federal 
Government should perform an essential 
task only when it cannot otherwise be ade- 
quately performed; and second, in perform- 
ing that task, our government must not 
impair the self-respect, freedom and incen- 
tive of the individual. So long as these two 
rules are observed, the government can 
fully meet its obligations without creating 
a dependent population or a domineering 

Perhaps that lends itself to inter- 
pretation as New Dealish, but most cer- 
tainly it expresses the aspirations of 
those who established this republic.

The Augusta Arsenal 
Is Worth Preserving 


The Georgia Historical Commission 
hopes to save the ancient and historic 
Augusta Arsenal which the Army soon is 
to abandon. 

The Arsenal is on Walton Way in 
the heart of Augusta’s lovely Hill section. 
According to one story Augusta was 
chosen as an arsenal site by George 
Washington himself because its climate 
slowed down the corrosion of the guns 
and ammunition of that day. 

The Arsenal first was located in the 
valley in 1819, but was moved to the 
Sand Hills after. an epidemic of fever 
swept the place. The main buildings date 
from 1829 and are located around a pic- 
turesque triangle and surrounded by 
beautiful and spacious grounds. 

During the War Between the States 
the Arsenal served the Confederacy well, 
not only as a storage depot but as. a 
manufacturing center. Sherman's fire- 
brands missed it for some reason, and 
the Arsenal is one of the state’s major 
reminders of ante-bellum days. 

The Historical Commission has re- 
quested the federal government to give 
the Arsenal to the University System to 
serve as an adult education § center. 
Whether or not the Regents can afford 
the gift is a matter best ieft up to them. 
It would be a tragedy however to allow 
the Arsenal to deteriorate, or worse yet, 
to be torn down to make way for some- 
thing new. 


Morgan’s Electrocution 


Is Rebuke to Us All 


Yesterday at Reidsville James Willie 
Morgan, 18, was electrocuted. Young Mor- 
gan was a murderer. While still 17 and 
while under the influence of alcohol he 
killed a taxicab driver. There’s no doubt 
of his guilt. 

His crime and his punishment are a 
rebuke to every citizen of this state. His 
guilt must be shared by us all. In a way, 
he died for the sins of a society that had 
neglected him, that had relegated him 
to the gutter without a chance. 

To escape his poverty and an un- 
happy home life, the youth had joined 
the Army while underage and fought in 
the Korean War. While many youngsters 
were still shooting marbles, Willie Mor- 
gan was struggling to escape the in- 
security of a society in which he could 
find no place. 

The fact that he could not is the sin 
we have committed against Willie—the 
same offense that we-are guilty of to a 
greater or less degree in literally thou- 
sands of cases of juvenil delinquency 
throughout the land. 

Willie Morgan may have lacked the 


undamental intelligence to know right 


from wrong. He certainly lacked the 
moral stamina to buck the circumstances 
that chained him. 

The electrocution of a juvenile brings 
a feeling of revulsion to. us all. Georgia 
is being criticized the nation over for 
permitting it. Perhaps we need to re- 
examine our laws that allow capital pun- 
ishment for teen-agers. 

James Willie Morgan, 18, has paid his 
debt. It is now time that we—all of 
us—stopped to think of the debt we owe 
to Willie, to all youth. It is time we ex- 
amined our society closely so that we 
may é¢lim{nate those things that produce 
Willie Morgans and all the other thou- 
sands of young delinquents who are 
doomed to similar fates. 

James Willie Morgan's death by elec- 
trocution is a rebuke to us all.
